U u less it, be the fall Of San-iago, as re 
ported. A New York journal, in criti 
cising the course of tbe Board 01 
Strategy, says: 


"When the time comes, as it musl 


come sooner or later, for ns to mak« 
real war in Cuba, thousands of Amen 
can lives and probably some good 
American ships will be unnecessarily 
sacrificed as a result of the inoompre- 
'uensibla policy that has permitted tb 
Spaniards to pei feet their dnfenses anrl 
their gunnery at their leisure, under 
the very eyes of our commanders. 


"vVhen the so-called war began we 


had the absolute command of the sea. 
Cuba was eighty miles from our naval 
base. The Spanish fortifications were 
dilapidated, and the Spanish gunner 
could not aboot. It would have Deen a 
perfectly easy, simple and safe matter 
for our ships to make the entire cir 
cnit of tbe island, destroying every 
fortication, blowing up every mine and 
taking possession of every stock of 
coal. 
E"ery harbor in Cuba could 


have been brought as completely under 
oar control as the harbor of Manila is 
under the oont-ol of Dewey. 


"Instead we have allowed oar ene- 


mies to make tli lir defenses as nearly 
as possible impregnable. We have per- 
mitted them to get together a strong 
fleet and pat it under tbe shelter of 
powerful fortications that did not exist 
a month ago. We have allowed that 
fleet to fill ita bankers from supplies of 
coal that could just as well have been 
in our possession, and when we fight 
it, if it chooses to 1st us fight, we shall 
have to dispose of the ships, tbe land 
batteries and tbe mines all at once.
